Unprovoked Aggression 


He then cited the fifth and last | 


paragraph of article 429 which 
states that “ff at that date the guar- 
antees against unprovoked aggres- 
sion by Germany are not considered 
sufficient by the allied associated 
governments, the evacuation of the 
occupying troops may be delayed.” 

Dr. Stresemann averred that the 
words “at that date” pertained solely 
to the day of expiration of 15 years 
of occupation of the bridgeheads at 
Mainz and Kebl, and not to the day! 
of the expiration of the five years of | 
the occupation of Cologne. 

It is considered significant that | 
Dr. Stresemann refused to speak of | 
the “evacuation of Cologne,” using, 
in place of the word Cologne the 
term “northern zone,’ since apart 
from Cologne there are also other 
important territories which are spec- 
ified in the second paragraph of ar- 
ticle 429 to be evacuated together 
with Cologne.

Question of Secret Armaments 

If that had not been the case, he 
added they would be entitled to re- 
main on German territory so long 
as Germany was in possession of a 
single rifile more than it was per- 
mitted. 

Dr. Stresemann also alluded to 
France’s fear that Germany might 
secretly manufacture arms. If 
France wished to destroy every ma- 
chine in Germany which might be 
used for other than peaceful pur- 
poses, he said, then France would 
cripple German industry and make 
reparation. payments impossible. 

Regarding the Reichswehr he asked, 
“Did we want the Reichswehr in its 
present form? The Allies them- 
selves forced us to maintain an army 
which was cut off from the rest of 
the population.” He also refused to 
give his consent to the removal of 
the police force from the barracks, 
since, as he declared, he did not 
wish to “Make the Communists mas- 
ters in Germany.’ .

PARIS, Dec. 31 (4)-—The French 
Finance Minister, Etienne Clementel, 
reiterating his declaration that in- 
terpretation.of his balance sheet as 
a suggestion for repudiation of 
France's obligations was absolutely 
erroneous, daclared today that “the 
principle of capacity for payment” 
which was applied to the settlement 
with Germany ought to be applied to 
‘the allied debtors as well, and that 
‘he was in favor of the Dawes plan, 
without the control feature, for all 
‘the war debtors. 

The Finance Minister said this

Signature is Sacred 

France intends to repudiate none 
of her contracts. Her signature re- 
mained sacred. But that does not 
prohibit her from appealing to that 
sense of justice which grouped 
around her so many nations during 
the war.

000 francs gold, or 8,000,000,000 
francs paper, in actual cash since 
1920.

The Northern Heavens For January Evenings 


By EDWARD SKINNER KING 


HE important event of the month 

is the total eclipse of the sun 

occurring on the morning of 
Jan. 24. Great public interest has 
already manifested itself among 
those dwelling in or near the pros- 
pective path of totality. There are 
thousands who wish not only to see 
but to co-operate with astronomers 
in their endeavors to solve the puz- 
zle of the sun. 

It is seldom that an eclipse track 
passes over so densely populated re- 
rion, for total solar eclipses seem 
to have a penchant for the desolate 
places and watery wastes of earth. 
Ordinarily, a total solar eclipse visits 
the same spot only once in several 
centuries. The last one to cross New 
England was in 1806, a fine eclipse 
iasting more than four minutes at 
noon on a bright June day. The 
present eclipse, coming about 9 
o'clock of a January morning, suf- 
fers a severe handicap from the pre- 
vailing storms of the season and the 
low-lying mists prevalent at the hour. 
The eclipse of 1806 was visible at 
Boston. The coming eclipse will be 
seen only as partial at Boston, be- 
ginning at 8:04 a. m. and lasting to 
10:36 a. m. The greatest obscura- 
tion will come at 9:17 a. m., when 
the moon will have covered 99 per 
cent of the sun's diameter. It {is 
surprising how bright even a thin 
crescent of a sun can be.

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Instruction by Radio Brings 


Originality to Drawing Class 


OAKLAND, Calif., Dec. 27 (Staff 
Correspondence) -—- Oakland public 
schools have found another use for 


radio in the teaching of drawing, 
and experiments are declared to be 
entirely successful. 

Children assembled under normal 
classroom conditions in eight dif- 
ferent schools in the city have just 
completed a course of six drawing 
lessons. The problem assigned was 
to make an original design for a 
Christmas card using the~ Christ- 
mas tree for a decorative motive 
and actually produce individual work 
in response to suggestions issuing 
from loudspeakers. Examinations 
of the papers turned in show results 
indicating that by radio greater 
originality is accomplished than 
when lessons are conducted in per- 
son by teacher before the class. 

Differing from other lessons radio- 
cast by station KGO, when children 
only listened to lectures without re- 
sponding, the course just completed 
was designed to bring a type of re- 
eponse which could afterward be 
collected and judged. Children in 


the eight schools selected to take 
part were seated at desks with ample 
space between, and care was exer- 
cised to maintain the uncrowded 
class-room atmosphere throughout 
the lessons. 

Teachers in the Oakland schools 
who conducted the test declare that 
“the freshness, originality and en- 
thusiasm of these radio drawings, 
make an amazing commentary upon 
the unwisdom of some of our forms 
of instructional teaching, where the 
child is not so much inspired as 
shown how to do the things.” 

It is observed that the radio voice 
gave only an idea, not a form. This 
left the children free to say for 
themselves what they desired to say 
when a happy or solemn feeling was 
manifest. 

The examining judges say that 
“the experiment revealed not only 
the latent emotional qualities of 
young people as artists, but offered 
a lesson on methods of teaching as 
to secure intellectual criticism and 
balance in children’s creative art 
without bringing about the destruc- 


tion of originality.”

of Bruges

U* THE winding stairs of the old

N THIS volume Miss Elifott has 
| given us a travel book of excep- 
tional quality. The extended 
travels she has made through the 
six republics and one British Colony 
which comprise Central America 
enable her to write with full and 
"sympathetic understanding of local 
conditions and thought. Thg charm 
which these tropic lands of romance 
and adventure have for her, and 
which she conveys with a deft pen to 


the reader, has led her to delve deeply 
into the history of the region, and, 


even beyond, into its prehistory. The 
result is an authoritative work 

which, as a book of reference, is 
unique for the region, and which at 
the same time is written with the re- 
freshing sincerity of a keen observer. 

It is true that she has a most in- 
spiring theme; here are lends of 
luxuriant color and fertility, in some 
cases ohly half-explored, ‘dominated 
by the superb peaks of volcanos, and 
enshrining in their forests the relics 
of-the great Maya civilization, stone 
built settlements abandoned before 
the coming of the European. 

- {The author. sketches her archzo-

logical background with great skill, 
‘javoiding technicalities, but drawing 
a picture of pre-Columbian days 
which is immune even from expert 
criticism. ‘The high adventure of 
Spanish exploration is vividly re- 
lated, and the. great heritage which 
Spain gave to Central America in 
buildings, tradition, and thought is 
admirably illustrated. 

Romance breathes from the pre- 
history and from the -story of .the 
Conquest; {tis hardly less apparent 
in the sto of more recent years. 
The_ peri of the buccaneers, the 


breach with Spain, the fortune of the 


young republics, and the many re- 
markable men who guided their des- 
tiny make a page in history which is 
little known to the average reader. 

And there is romance, too, in the 
author’s personal reminiscences, 
which knit the whole narrative into 
one complete story. The value of 
this book as a work of reference has 
been mentioned above, but it is more 
than that; it is a valuable guide to 
travelers. 

The reader sees with the eyes of 
the author, who wields a pen like a 
painter’s brush., Here is a passage 
chosen 4&t randoni.

Essays From 


M. Jusserand

HIS volume is a collection of 
| essays, unconnected as regards 
subject, as their author in- 
gists, though they have at least 
the unity which comes from the re- 
flection in each of a= scholarly 
fought graced with imagination and 
humor. 

In the title essay, around the nu- 
cleus of a description of the school 
for young diplomats founded in 
France by the Marquis de Torcy in 
the opening years of the -eighteenth 
century, M. Jusserand has brought 
together in historical sequence 4 
mass of curious information bearing 
on the evolution of the ambassado- 
rial office out of the occasional en- 
voys—among whom were Chaucer 
for England, Rostand for France, 
and Dante, Petrarch, and Boccaccio 
for Italy— employed by sovereigns 
in early times; ard of opinions as 
to the character and qualities which 
should grace the representative of 
his country at foreign courts. 


The essay fs full of interest, but if 
we had to pick out, not the best in 
this volume, but the one which has 
given us most pleasure, it would be 
not this one, but that entitled “A 
Duke and His City.” 

The Duke in question is Ves- 
pasiano Gonzago, a sixteenth cen- 
tury representative of a famous 
family of soldiers; and the city, Sab- 
bionata, in the Mantuan plain, now a 
decaying municipality, still inclosed 
in the red walls built by its founder, 
with only two outlets to the fields in 
which its present-day inhabitants 
work. as 

Sabbionata arose in response to 
the will of one man. “He ordered 
the city to appear, and it appeared; 


in 1559 there was nothing; fn 1562 
there was a city.” Its walls, fts 
houses; palaces, literary academy 
theater, gallery of antiques, were 
constructed at his command. ~ in 
accordance with his tastes. hy ow 
peopled by inhabitants of Hae o- 
mains, who were required by procla- 
mation to remove to the newly 
founded city within 11 days, on pain 
of their lord's displeasure. ‘“Lib- 
eértas” ig the motto to be found eyv- 
erywhere engraved in his city, “the 
meaning of. which word,” says M. 
Jusserand, in his grave way, “should 
not be mistaken; it means that he iz 
the master.’ 

The picture of the duke and of his 
times, and of the building and em- 
bellishment of his city. are a fas- 
cinating example of M. Jusserand’s 
power of bringing the past to life and 
making its most fantastic figures 
real. He gives us other. such 


-glimpses, though of a very different 


kind of life, in- “Ronsard and his 
Vendomois,” which covers the whole 
life of the roet, and in “At the Tomb 
of Petrarch.” - 

M. Jusserand is a standing correc- 
tive of the notion that Shakespeare 
in particular and English poetry ia 
general are a little foreign to the 
French genius. He prints here an 
address, “What to expect of Shake- 


speare,” in which he takes as his text] 


a remark from Emerson’s “Repre- 
sentative Men,” and this and the 
companion essay, “Ben Jonson's 
Views on Shakespeare’s Art,” bears 
witness that.to one French critic at 
least the Shakespearean genius is 
wholly congenial—though we suspect 
that Shakespeare’’s supposed indif- 
ference to his plays except as a 
means of realizing his material am- 
bitions, and his disbelief in their 
lasting quality, are at least a little 
overemphasized.

“it is quite impossible to teach 
people by externa] means to find the 
wee bits, the minute degrees, that 
make for perfection: they ¢an only 
be found when a man yields to his! 
feeling. No instruction can ke a 
dancer catch just the tact Of the 
music, or a singer or a fiddler take 
exactly the minute center of his 
note, or a sketcher draw of all pos- 
sible lines the only right one, or a 
poet find the only meet arrangement 
of the only suitable words. All this 
is found by feeling.” His conclu- 
sion, which is at least interesting, is 
that schools may teach what is nec- 
essary in order to produce some- 
thing resembling art, but not art 
itself. “The teaching of the schools 
stops where the wee bit begins— 
consequently where art begins.” 
Now this unwillingness to be sat- 
isfied with anything except the exact 
“wee bit’ is one of the marks of the 
artist, and it shows itself even more 
in what he omits than in what he 
admits. It is partly the result of an 
inborn trait, certainly a kind of dis- 
cretion, which is his endowment as 
an artist and which cannot be taught. 
But it is also the fruit of an attitude 
toward his work. The dilettante may 
be well able to detect the beautiful 
economy and precision of genuine art 
produced by others, but he lacks-the 
dominating, the tyrannical desire, 
which .is the mark of the true artist, 
to attain that economy and precision 
by dint of persistent and endless 
practice and hard work. He may 
admire in a piece of writing what the 
French call “le mot propre” or “le 
mot juste,” but he does not, in his 
own writing, feel, as the professional 
does, that he cannot be happy until 
he has found that proper or right 
word. He finds it pleasanter to point 


IS a common mistake of parents 
and teachers to suppose that what 
is known as the “artistic tempera- 

Ment” is necessarily a sign Of artis-' 
tic ability. All too often the pos- 
sessor of the temperament falls into 
-the same error regarding himeeif, 
mistaking an interest in an art, a 
Shnnitivences to its appeal, and a de- 
sire to work in it, for the power to 
produce. In an ane like ours, when 
talk about art is rhaps more 
widely indulged in than ever before, 
and when the rewards of artistic 
production are richer than in the 
ast, it is inevitable that the artistic 
emperament should be especially in 
evidence and that it should not al- 
ways work for the happiness of 
those who have it. 

A person is popularly described as 
having an artistic temperament if he 
talks about art or beauty, emotton- 
alizes over landscape, pictures, mu- 
sic, of poetry, evinces a delicate 
taste in dress and surroundings, and 
dabbles in msthetic discussion or ex- 

iment.’ 'Phere is no harm in his 
oiling. these things, and he may be 
entirely sincere; but he is still a 
dilettante. His attitude toward art 
is not professional, and an artist is 
always a emer :

A genuine artist, and a great one, 
may of course display all the marks 
of the dilettante,- even. flagrantly; 
and it is this fact that makes it im- 
possible, as a rule, to say of any 
youth that he will never be an art- 
ist. Indeed, one may suggest that 
the adoption of an artistic attitude 
Or pose by the dilettante is usually 
a bit of imitation, unconscious per- 
haps, ofthe peculiarities of the art- 
ist. Nevertheless, the genuine art- 
fst. almost always outgrows hfs pos- 
tures and affectations and in time 
achieves the sobriety of Manner and 
the proficiency in execution that are 
the marks of the professional. The 
fhanner of the dilettante is likely to

The 1 Whale Himself 


Whales, to most of us who have 
even caught glimpses of them, are 
known only by their spouting. True, 
& man who-spends much time at sea, 
and in the right places, may now 
and again be blessed with that mag- 
nificent sight, the breaching of a 
great cachalot, or may be privileged 
to watch one of the whalebone 
whales rushing through the water to 
fill {ts capacious mouth with float- 
ing-food. But most of us are lucky 
if we see only a white puff of vapour 
or a jet of steam, and perhaps catch 
a glimpse of the black back that lies 
awash, or—more lucky still—have 
‘éight of broad flukes poised for a 
moment above the sea as the beast 
turns to sound. 

Yet. verily, there 1g more to the 
'whale than appears on the surface. 
Between the extremes of this large 
family are many and great varia- 
‘fons: some whales are toothed, 
others are toothless; some are shy, 
,»others are flerce and malicious. But 
ithe greatest difference is in size, for 
the whale family, as zodlogists see it, 
‘includes dolphins and porpoises, 
|thus ranging in length from two to 
more than a hundred feet, though, 
‘in the popular mind, the whale is 
‘synonymous with great size, and has 
‘been from very ancient days... Pliny 
‘reported, “in the Indian sea the fish 
called balzwna, or whirlpool, » BO 
‘long and broad as to take up more 
length and breadth than two acres of 
| ground. ”"  QOlaus Magnus, too, was

EADING a catalogue of the 
twenty-third annual exhibition 
of modern decorative art at 
the Art Institute introduces to un- 
known _ names and to stranger pro- 
ductions. For the first time that 
term “modern” has a_ surprising 
meaning. This daWns upon us as 
we recall the earlier arts and crafts 
' societies which even as late as a 
few years ago played variations upon 
“fancy work” and painted china. It 
is true the knitting and needlecraft 
aspired to standards of execution 
and the designs in silverware, jew- 
elry and dyed textiles improved with 


years. But, to say “modern” in the 
sense of today means that we have 
turned- our backs on patchwork 
quilts, embroidery and the inherited 
fancy work, and that we have 
adopted unique patterns coming 
from mysterious sources. 

Arranged with taste in a gallery 
opéning on the east balcony are 123 
examples from about 90 artists. Each 
work, whether a silk mural, a gor- 
geous screen, a piece of gesso or of 
ceramics, has distinction. By this is 
meant that the design of the object 
is simple and eloquent in line, that 
color values are carefully handled, 
and that decorative patterns are both 
exclusive and impressive. Such is 
the selection, that no exhibit can he 
passed hastily, especially if one is 
interested in design and enjoys rare 
objects. It is impossible to assign 
many to the known classes of pot- 
tery or batiks or carvings. Every- 
thing is individual. Decorative 
panels and screens are treated with 
notable consideration. 

From Henry Caro-Delvaille of New 
York are three of the “Pilgrime of 
Chinese Monks to the Sanctuary of 
Chuang-tse.” They are intended, for 


a particular was: In startling con- 
trast is the gorgeous panel “Wolves” 
and screen “Tigers” by Robert W. 
Chanler, whose volatile imagination 
and as facile a pencil’ run races 
with eaeh other. A gamut of lively 
ideas appears in paintings on panels 
and fabrics for over mantels. Every- 
‘one tries to define the quality mak- 
ing them conspicuous and “modern,” 
but goes on farther than line and 
color in the simplest of patterns. 
Spanish and Chinese and the exotic 
motifs of batik are distributed Nke 
80 many wild flowers. 

Bertram C. Hartman is as notable 
as ever, while now he does not stand 
alone but has rivals in his graceful 
conceits. It is easy to adapt the 
dyed fabrics of which there are many, 
the tiles and screens, to uses of in- 
terior decoration. Certainly a clever 
collegtor went abroad in New York, 
to Denmark, Sweden and. Paris to 
pick up these stimulating shapes of 
metal and glass which are“adorned 
so neatly. Just Anderson of Co- 
penhagen, the Dansekmetalkunst, 
Ferrobrandt of Paris and Simon 
Gate and John Hald, the two latter of 
Orrvforsbruks Aktieboad, excel 
whether it is pewter or unique metal 
arrangements or glass with incised 
pattern. Lester Vaughan of our own 
Taunton holds his own with more 
pewter, and Marie Zimmerman ex- 
cels in jewelry and silverware; thus 
honors are not all held across the 
seas, 


Linoleum prints and wood block 
oil prints, gay and interesting, which 
are usually classed with the graphic 
arts, here agree with the applied 
arts. Stained glass has its artists, 
and the meta] work of Hunt Diede- 
rich, wherevér placed, stands out in 
its curious personality. No one could 
ever hide one of the animal pieces 
by putting it in a corner. The New- 
comb College School of Art at New 
Orleans stands well among the nu- 
merous. glazed wares. In shapes, 
glazes and color all rank as unusual.

I nternational Medal Show

NEW YORK, Dec. 22—The Ameri- 
can Numismatic Society is holding 
its second international exhibition of 
contemporary medals in its gallery 
next the Hispanic Society, the first 
being some 14 years ago at the time 
of its housewarming. Today the art 
of the medalist may be seen in all 
its manifold phases, since there are 
examples from Great Britain, France, 
Italy. Spain, Finland, Sweden, Jugo- 
slavia, Lithuania, Denmark, Switzer- 
land, Hungary, Belgium, and the 
Netherlands. 

Hundreds of bronze medals and 
plaques, some very faintly emboss 
Others in high relief, show how each 
country sets about the task of shap- 
ing commemorative souvenirs for 
illustrious accomplishments. The 
modern medal, briefly considered, is 
seen to have greatly departed from 
the pattern and level of excellence 
that was so finely maintained by the 
Renaissance medalists. This is per- 
haps due to the modern methods of 
modeling in large the original de- 
sign with the reduction to the desired 
size achieved by reducing machines. 
It is also due to the less masterly 
way of approaching this rather spe- 
cialized branch of sculpture that can 
be attributed to the modern artist in 
the round. 

The Italian group, sent to America 
by the Italian Foreign Office, is far 
and away the most important group 
in the exhibition. The traditional 
manner of the great Italian masters 
in this art is here seen as a carefully 
preserved legacy among the moderns. 
L. Andreotti’s head of a boy, L. Bis- 
tolfi's “Victory,” Renato Brozzi’s 
“Sow” and “Turkey” and the various 
bronzes by Publio Morbiduccl, 
Gaetano Orsolini, and Giovanni Prini 
have the crispness of form and rich- 
ness of decorative feeling. so de- 
sirable in a medal. Of course there are 
interesting things to be seen among 
the other groups, but the high lights 
are from Italy. The English medals 


come from the Royal Mint and theif 


Royal Society of British Sculptors 
and such well-known medalists as 
Gilbert Bayes, Lilian V. Hamilton, 
Cecil Thomas, A. Bruce-Joy, and 
Charles J. Allen are to be found.

A cold, wet spring checked 
business, which had started so briskly 
in the somewhat too sanguine business 
spurt of the spring of 1923.

late autumn did much to salvage corn, 
but was unseasonable for general 
trade. 

The most dramatic factor was world 
weather which cut down foreign wheat 
harvests — Canada's by 182,000,000 
bushels—while our own kept a fair 
average. Hence the development, 
which next to the Coolidge victory, 
meant most to American business in 
late 1924—the spectacular rise in 
grain.

Perhaps the best single index of 
these various developments was iron 
and steel—-unusually barometric in 
1924. From 90 per cent of capacity 
or better from the end of January to 
March the steel industry slackened , 
pace steadily to 75 per cent at the) 
end of April, to 60 per cent in May—_ 
a swiftness of decline unexampled save 
in the 1919 steel strike, to 50 per cent in 
June, and to 40 per cent in July. In- 
cidentally, those later months were 
the peak period of political turmoil. 

Then, as confidence revived, a slow 
recovery—to 50 per cent in late Au- 
gust, to 55 per cent in September, to 
60 per cent in October—despite the un- 
settling effects of the abolition of , 
“Pittsburgh plus” price basing—to 70 
per cent at election, 
per cent or better in late December. 


Steel orders, iron output and market . 


prices bore similar testimony. United 
States Steel's unfilled orders dropped 
fram more than 4,000,000 tons at the 
vear’s opening to 3,200,000 in July and | 
recovered to 4,000,000 Dec. 1, gaining | 
half a million in November. 

Good Business Volume 

It might be thought from these ten- 
dencies, shown so clearly in the swings 
or iron and steel], that the volume of 
American business as a whole must 
have shrunk to small proportions and 
ended up with lean totals. Instead, 
it was rather retarded from going 
ahead and responding to underlying | 
favorable forces— particularly our 
great holdings of gold and remarkably | 
strong and easy credit position. 

The common inclination toward mer- 
cantile conservatism — toward small | 
inventories, light stocks at retail and | 
little forward buying—accentuated this | 
condition. The lessons of 1921 had not ! 
been forgotten. 

The bulk of business in most lines | 
was, asa matter of fact, very respecta- | 
ble for 1924. This is clearly evidenced | 
by the way in which the bank clear- | 
ings held consistently above the totals | 
of 1923, particularly in the .later 
months. In 1923 the business peak 
was in the spring: in 1924 the up- 
swing was repressed till the late fall.

EDITORIALS 


It has long been a commonplace among poli- 
ticians that prophecy is futile. The kaleido- 
scope of human affairs 
seems to revolve even 
more rapidly in the field 
of politics than it does 
in the realm of business, 
and what form the ever- 
changing combinations 
of pieces will next take, 
it is impossible to fore- 
tell. Like all other “human inventions,” the 
attempt to read the political future is “vanity,” 
and ends in “vexation of spirit.” 

This old truism has again been vindicated 
in the‘sphere of international affairs. For the 
last six months world thought has been domi- 
nated by the figures and idealism of two great 
liberal leaders, Mr. Ramsay MacDonald and 
M. Herriot. The fall of M. Poincaré last May 
opened the way for a return of that human 
idealism which seemed to have passed from 
power with the defeat of Woodrow Wilson in 
1920. The opportunity of the Dawes report, 
which might have passed unused if the parties 
of the Right had remained in power, was seized 
with enthusiasm by both the British and the 
French governments and made the basis of a 
new effort at European reconciliation. 

There is no question that immense progress 
toward the ‘moral disarmament” of Europe 
was made in this period. Perhaps the most 
notable of all its accomplishment has just been 
recorded, the strengthening of the liberal and 
democratic forces in Germany. For the recent 
German election has shown that the extremists 
who stood for monarchism or Sovietism, and 
who came to the surface at the election of 
last May, as the result of the Poincaré policy 
of the occupation of the Ruhr, have suffered a 
severe setback at the hands of the moderates, 
who stand for acceptance of the verdict of the 
war and for a sane republicanism. 

And then suddenly the scene is transformed. 
A general election sweeps the Conservatives 
back to power in England by an overwhelming 
majority, the Republicans~gain a decisive vic- 
tory in the United States, ard the whole atmos- 
phere of the international Situation is changed. 
Lofty idealism is replaced by practicality and 
common sense. Russia,-which had almost been 
received once more into the normal comity of 
nations, is thrust back again toward the outer 
darkness. The Geneva Protocol and even the 
League of Nations begin to recede from the 
front of the stage, and the talk of alliances and 
guarantees and understandings familiar to the 
old diplomacy comes forward to take their 
place. The great problems of the time are to 
be dealt with by an English-speaking world 
which has unmistakably decided to stand bytra- 
dition rather than new experiments, bya Europe 
which has as unmistakably decided to begin 
to relinquish war animosities, and by a Russia 
which has been forced to recognize that it can 
gec no help for the maintenance of Sovietism 
from outside. 

This is probably a good thing. Humanity 
does not seem able to move forward on a direct 
course. In its efforts to do what appeals to 
it as right and best, it alternates between ideal- 
ism and practicality. And at the moment the 
problems which confront it certainly need to 
be handled in a practical spirit. Two problems 
stand in the immediate foreground—security 
and interallied debts. When the Dawes settle- 
ment was made it was tacitly understood that 
conferences should immediately follow on these 
two questions, both of which have to be solved 
before the world can be said to have passed 
out of the war period. France will not co- 
operate in any scheme of disarmament in 
Europe until she is given some practical pro- 
tection against another invasion from Ger- 
many. And no general economic recovery 
throughout the world, which is what really 
matters most to everybody, is possible until 
something has been done to scale down that 
immense load of wartime international indebt- 
edness which today is the principal hindrance 
to the restoration of normal international 
trade. 

How these last of the war problems will be 
solved does not yet appear. But the opening 
moves have been made. Mr. Austen Chamber- 
lain has expressed to M. Herriot his readiness 
to co-operate in finding real security for 
France, and he is said to have hinted that, in 
his opinion, a direct guarantee to France and 
Belgium would be easier to carry with Great 
Britain and the dominions than any such gen- 
eral guarantee as is proposed in the Geneva 
Protocol. And President Coolidge has made 
it unmistakably clear that he recognizes that 
the settlement of the problem of interallied 
indebtedness now depends, not upon the initia- 
tive of Europe but of the United States. The 
indications are good that the Conservative 
régime may contain within it as much advance 
toward international concord as the* Liberal- 
Labor régime which it has replaced.

There is no such restriction in 
Canada as there is in the United States on the 
flow of immigration from European countries. 
In the prairie provinces there are large settle- 
ments where the English language is spoken 
only by the school children, and the task of 
teaching English in the remote communities 
of northern Saskatchewan and Manitoba calls 
for great devotion on the part of public school 
teachers. 

The Premier of Alberta, Mr. Greenfield, has 
lately been urging more effective action to link 
up the surplus population of Great Britain with 
the vacant lands of the Canadian west. He 
came to Canada himself originally as a young 
man who preferred homesteading in, the west 
to office routine in London. Many of the most 
successful Canadian farmers have come from 
urban districts. They had no previous experi- 
ence in farming, but were shopkeepers, clerks 
and artisans before they left the British Isles. 

The belief that only agricultural laborers, or 
men with previous farming experience, can 
succeed in Canada has perhaps deterred many 
British people from migrating to the Domin- 
ion. Others would be glad to migrate but for 
lack of capital. It is estimated that $2500 is 
needed to give the settler a fair start on the 
land in Canada. 

It has been the experience of some who came 
with sufficient capital, and had farming experi- 
ence, that in the world market they received 
low prices for the things they produced, but 
had to pay high prices for the goods they con- 
sumed. Readjustment of the national policy

the saloons. All they ask for is permission to 
sell light wines and beer. To this the temper- 
ance workers reply that not only are wines and 
beer in themselves intoxicating, but that the 
places in Which they might be sold would natu- 
rally attract the addicts of alcohol and would 
thus become ideal distributing centers for 
smuggled spirits. In other words, the dis- 
pensers of wine and beer would inevitably be- 
come allies of bootleggers. 

On this dispute a recent Swedish experience 
throws interesting light. There, as in the 
United States, the old-fashioned liquor saloons 
have been done away with. But beer contain- 
ing a small amount of alcohol is sold freely 
and in unlimited quantities, while certain com- 
panies, in which the State draws most of the 
profits, are licensed to sell wine and liquor In 
restricted quantities to holders of personal buy- 
ing permits. In restaurants, managed by the 
same companies, distilled spirits In very small 
amounts may be sold with meals at certain 
hours, but the old-time Coney Island system 
of the same sandwich on the table from mid- 
night Saturday till Monday morning is not per- 
mitted. Under this system of restrictions the 
arrests for drunkenness and other conse- 
quences of alcoholism at first greatly decreased, 
but in recent years there has been a slight 
increase. 

In the city of Stockholm, however, a marked 
decrease in the number of arrests for drunk- 
enness was recorded for the month of October. 
During the years that the new system has been 
in effect there have been ordinarily no violent 
fluctuations, either from year to year, or from 
month to month, but in October, 1924, there 
were only 620 arrests for intoxication, as com- 
pared with 910 during the corresponding month 
of the year before. What was the reason? 

The only notable change that had occurred 
in the system of alcohol distribution was a 
shutdown in the beer traffic, due to a strike. 
From this fact some newspapers concluded that 
the Swedish beer was, after all, intoxicating, 
as contended by the temperance advocates. An- 
other interpretation has been contributed to 
the trade periodical of the state liquor com- 
panies by one of the directors, Einar Rosen- 
First, he declares that there had been 
a decrease in drunkenness this fall regardless 
of the beer strike. Secondly, he argues that 
the depopulation of the special beer cafés meant 
an increase in customers for the restaurants 
where hard liquors as well as beer were sold. 
When the beer blockade began, the sales of wine 
and spirits rose to 147 per cent of the sales 
during the corresponding weeks of 1923. 

And yet the number of arrests for drunken- 
ness fell to 68 per cent. From these facts 
Director Rosenborg concludes that it is the 
smuggled liquors that cause the greater num- 
ber of intoxication cases and that the beer halls 
are the favorite marketing places for illegiti- 
mate alcohol. The reduction in the number of 
their frequenters made contacts between the 
bootleggers and their customers more difficult. 

But whichever of these two interpretations 
is the true one—and they may both be partially 
correct—the one indisputable fact remains that 
a block in the beer traffic in the Swedish capi- 
tal was accompanied by a marked reduction in 
the number of arrests for drunkenness. ~ This, 
to say the least, tends to prove that the prohi-

The assumption by the public of the right 
to regulate and control rentals will, of course, 
be stubbornly resisted. Every possible effort 
has been made in the District of Columbia to 
defeat the efforts of the federal commission. 
In Wisconsin, a few vears ago, a similar enact- 
ment created a commission to which power was

The history of- all similar regulatory legis- 
lation is that the vested interests affected have 
contested, to the last ditch, every effort in the 
direction of public control.

The plan 
was first ridiculed and then bitterly opposed. 
Gradually its operation has been extended to 


| all, or nearly all, public utilities, the telegraph

, and facilities to the public service. 


It is argued, and perhaps logically, that a 
this regulatory power

Within 
recent vears there has sprung up what is virtu- 
ally a new industry in American cities. This 
is the building and maintenance, solely for the 
use of the public, of great apartment houses 
and business blocks. Formerly, and until the 
need could not otherwise be met, the custom of 
home ownership quite generally prevailed. But 
the rapid growth of American cities and the 
consequent rise in realty values made it eco- 
nomically necessary to build higher and even 
higher buildings in order to house, within lim- 
ited areas, the increased number of inhabitants. 
The same condition has made necessary the 
building of larger stores and office structures, 
with the result that in every large city there 


| are tremendous sums invested in buildings de- 


signed for and dedicated absolutely to the uses 
of rate payers. 

Upon the theory that by this simple act of 
dedication, the intent of the investor being 
plain, the properties thus became, actually 
rather than merely theoretically, public utili- 
ties, there is found the basis for the contention, 
evidently regarded by the President as reason- 
able, that there exists the clear right of the 
public to take any necessary step to protect a 
clearlv defined public interest. :

Concerning the First Lutheran Hymn Book 


To the Editor of The Christian Science Monitor: 

May I call your attention te some facts concerning 
the first Lutheran hymn book, in commenting on the 
four-hundredth anniversary of the publication of which 
you recently said that only one of the hymns contained 
in it was in use in Lutheran churches today. 

The first Lutheran hymnal appeared in 1524 under 
the title “Acht-Liederbuch” (Song, or Hymn, Book con- 
taining eight songs). 

Of these eight hymns four were by Luther: “Nun 
freut euch, lieben Christ’n, g’mein,” “Ach Gott vom Himmel 
sieh darein,”’ ‘““Aus tiefer Not schrei ich zu Dir.” and “Es 
spricht der Unweisen Mund”; three were by Paul 


| Speratus, a friend of Luther, and the eighth was by an un- 


known author. Its first line ran, “In Jesu’Namen heb‘’n

found under the following numbers: 243, 166, 214 and 
101. At least one of the three hymns of Speratus, “Es ist 
das Heil uns kommen her,” is also in this hymn book, 
being No: 237. There is some doubt as to the other 
two hymns by this writer, and the hymn of the unknown 
author is not among the present collection. 

Furthermore, the five hymns mentioned have been 
translated into English, and will be found in the English 
Lutheran hymnal under the numbers 310, 314, 278, 4lo, 
and 277. 

May I add, while on the topic, of the first Lutheran 
hymnals, that in the same year in which the “Acht- 
Liederbuch” appeared in print (1524) a second hymnal 
was published containing twenty-five hymns, eighteen 
of which were from Luther's pen. It was known as the 
“Erfurter Enchiridion.” And still a third one appeared 
a little later under the title “Wittenberger Chorgesang- 
biichlein.”” This one contains thirty-two hymns, seven 
of them being Luther’s. A choice selection of all these 
hymns is found in the present-day Lutheran hymn book.

I can well understand that most newspapers would 
be reluctant to undertake an exposé of this sort, as the 
information obtained. from the police records constitutes 
a large and (presumably) important part of their “news,” 
and they, of course, cannot afford to feopardize their ac- 
cess to these records—or, as the saying is, “get in wrong” 
with the police. Fortunately The Christian Science Moni- 
tor is under no such handicap. 

I believe that the Monitor has no intention of casting 
the slightest reflection on the splendidly efficient police 
force that is maintained in practically every city in‘the 
United States, as it is generally agreed that the high 
standard, courage and morale of our police is at least 
equal to that of any other country in the world, but it 
would certainly appear, for this very reason, that the 
methods of these inquisitorial, third degree, torture 
chambers should be done away with as unworthy of @ 
civilized and enlightened nation.
